When to Apply the Culture——What It 
Means to a Crop-—Gowing Alfalte 
Alone In July-——How to KIh Field 
Bind weed. 

(Contributed by Ontario Department of 

Agriculture, ‘Toronte.) 

To get the best returns from tht 
alfalfa crop the alfalfa seed should 
be“imoculated a few hours befort 
sowing with the alfalfa nitro culture 

When tnoculated seed is sown the 
bacteria which constitute the culture 
are in position to enter the young 
roots of the alfalfa as they develop 
On entering the roots the bacteria 
multiply and produce the characteris 
tic nodules (iittie swellings) on the 
roots. The action of the bacterls 
when growing in the roots is to ¢n- 
able the plant to utilize the atmos-

The 
presence of rupture in pigs is always 
plainly noticeable by a tumor-like 
enlargement of the scrotum and in- 


creased bulging of the parts behind.

The best and most successful 
means of remedying thie defect In 
pigs ia by the covered method of cas 
tration. In performing this opera- 


tion the pig should be so secured and| 


held that its hind parts are kept at

This allows the bowels to recede out 
of the bag, or scrotum, into the 
belly. The scrotum should be washed 
of clean with soap and warm water 
and the skin then painted with a lit- 
tle tincture of iodine. 

An ineision, two or three inches 
long, ie then made with a sharp 
knife just through the skin down to 
the inner covering sac, which con- 
tains the testicle. Thia inner sac le 
easily recognizable by its smooth, 
shiny appearance. The inner sac is not 
eut inte but is left intact, covering 
the testicle. Through the incielon in 
the skin, the testicle in its covering 
gac ie drawn out as far as possible. 
Care is taken to see that the bowel 
if not drawn out, but kept confined 
inside.. As soon as this is assured, 
a string, or ligature, is tied tightly
